PUERTO CABELLO ULTIMATUM. 
IT CAUSED THREE DEATHS. 
IBY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

CARACAS, Dee. 15.—(By South 
American Cable.] The Anglo-German 
ultimatum was delivered at Puerto Ca- 
bello at 4:30 o'clock, and the fortress 
was shelled at 5 o'clock. The ultimatum 
was as follows: 

To the Controller of Customs, Puerto 
Cabello, Venezuela, De-ember 13, 1902. 

We have the honor « call your at- 
tention to the following facta: The 
British steamer Topaz, while discharg- 
ing coal here recentiy, was confiscated 
and pillaged. Her officere and crew 
were subjected to great indignities, and 
subsequently liberated and permitted 
to return to their vessel. Yesterday 
her captain was compeiled to lower 
her fag. The Consul has in- 
formed us that this was done by the 
pepulace without the intervention of 
the local authorities. 

We request you to send immediately 
to the British commodore coniplete sat.

ALLIES ASSAILED CIV'L'ZATION.

NEW YORK, Dec. 16.--The following 
Presidential manifesto is now being 
profusely distributed here, says a World 
dispatch frém Caracas; 

“Another act of a very grave nature 
on the part of the perfidious foreigner 
has just been effected against the city 
of Puerto Cabello, viz.. the bombard- 
ment of that port’ by the combined 
fleets of England and Germany, with- 
out any previous declaration of war 
or the fulfillment of any of the for- 
malities established by law for carry- 
ing on an act of force. 

“It is no longer an act against the 
government and the people of Vene- 
zuela, but against the general princi-

DYNAMITE AND TORCH. 
WORK FOR*BRITISH MARINES. 
‘BY DIRECT WIRS TO THE TIMES.) 

LA GUAYRA (Venezuela) Dec. 17.

LONDON, Dec. 15.—{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.}] The Under Foreign Secretary, 
Lord Cranborne, denied in the House 
of Commons today that the British 
commander was responsible for the 
sinking of the Venezuclan ships. He 
said His Majesty's government had 
been informed that the German com- 
modore found it necessary to sink two 
ships, but Great Britain was not :e- 
sponsible for this. 

Mr. Schwann, Advanced Liberal, 
then moved an adjournment of the 
House to discuss Venezuelan matters, 
the motion to be discussed at 7 o'clock 
this evening. 

A Parliamentary paper, giving the 
corresponfience relating to Venesuelan 
affairs, was issued this afternoon. It 
begins with a memorandum recount- 
ing the existing causes of complaint 
against Venezuela, including the seiz- 
ures of British ships, and the protesta- 
tion against the Venesuelan Consul at 
Trinidad for exacting tmproper fees 
and for collecting customs for Vene- 
suele in Trinidad, of which ‘‘no notice 
was taken by Venesuelsa,” and says: 

“Besides these specific reasons and 
grounds for complaint, there are cases 
in which British companies ang sub- 
jects have large claims against Vene- 
guela. The Venezuelan government de- 
clined to accept the 
Majesty's government rega 
Ban Righ asgin any way modifying 
the situation. As a result, the posi- 
tion of His Majesty's legation at Car- 
acas is rendered quite impractica 
for diplomatic purposes, as ail repre- 
sentations, protests and remonstrances 
now remain disregarded and unac- 
know ledged.”

CITY OF MEXICO, Dec. 15.—In 
sending his budget of income and ex- 
‘penses to Congress, , Finance Minister 
Limantour makes a full explanation 
of the state of trade and revenue -.as 
affected by the fall in the price of sil- 
ver. He estimates the total revenue 
for the ensuing fiscal year at $67,959,000 
and disbursements at $67,597,079, show- 
ing an éxcess of nearly $362,000. Last 
year’s actuai surplus was over $8,000,- 
000, but the Minister is always most 
conservative in his estimates. The 
actual accumulated surplus on hand 
at the beginning of this fiscal year in 
July last was $26,000,000 in silver and 
$3,000,000 in gold, and it is the posses- 
sion of this surplus that gives strength 
to the government's financial position. 

In his comments on the budget the 
Minister says, after referring to the 
depression in silver and its adverse in- 
fluence on the country’s revenue: 

“It is true that the economical sit- 
uation of the country has been sud- 
denly confronted by a danger which 
threatens to check for some time its 
growing prosperity, but, seeing that 
we cannot forecast the duration or in- 
tensity of this recent occurrence, the 
wisest course for the present seems to 
be to content ourselves with leaving a 
wider margin than usual between fu- 
ture disbursements and revenue with- 
out being influenced by an exaggerated 
spirit of despondency in estimating 
conditions.”

either continent without endangering 
our peace and happiness; and whereas, 
the doctrine an@ policy so proclaimed 
by President Monroe have since been 
repeatedly asserted by the United 
States by executive declaration and 
action on occasions and exigencies 
similar to that particular occasion and 
that exigency which caused them to 
be first announced and have been ever 
since their promulgation and now are

“Resolved, that the United States of 
America reaffirms and confirms the 
doctrine and principles promulgated by 
President Monroe in his message of 
December: 2, 1823, and declares that-it 
will assert and maintain that doctrine 
and those principles, and wil] regard 
any infringement thereof, and partic. 
ularly any attempt by any European 
power to take or acquire atiy new or 
additional territory on the American 
continents, or anv island adjacent 
thereto, or any right of sovereignty or 
dominion tn the same, in any case or 
instance as to which the United States 
shall deem such attempt to be danger- 
ous to its peace or safety, by or 
through force, purchase, cession, occu- 
pation, pledge, colonization, protecto-

ISTHMIANS DISAPPOINTED. 
(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.]) 

NEW YORK, Dec. 15.—Intense ex- 
citement continues here over the sit- 
uation in Venezuela, says the Panama 
correspondent of the Herald. Bitter 
feeling prevails against what is called 
the unjusifiable aggression of the 
Anglo-German alliance, and the state- 
ment that the United States is regard- 
ing the affair with passive indifference 
is galling. 
South and Central Americans on the 
Isthmus are disappointed with the 
Roosevelt-Hay interpretation of the 
Monroe doctrine, which they compare 
with the policy of President Cleveland 
and the Secretary of State in 1896, 
when England tried to take advantage 
of the Guiana question. The energetic 
effort of Mr. Cleveland and his suc- 
cess in causing England to recede from 
her position created a sentiment of 
deep respect for the power of the 
United States. Now it is all changed. 
Spanish-Americans have reversed their 
opinion, -and it is the.genera! Impres- 
sion here that the United States will 
never be able to sign a treaty for a 
canal without. the consent of the 
Anglo-German, alliance or against its 
opposition. 

COLOMBIANS ANXIOUS. 
Colombians feel that they are justl- 
fied in being alarmed over the situation. 
It is pointed out that Colombia may 
soon be brought to account for hun- 
dreds of German and British claims 
which will be rigorously disputed. These 
alleged debts, which grew out of the 
late revolution, are said to be imag- 
inary, yet with the present interpreta- 
tion of the Monroe: doctrine, Colom- 
bians feel that they are at the mercy 
of the capricious whims of Eu 
powers. They declare that the United 
States. to hold its prestige in the South 
American republics, must place a more 
rigorous interpretation on the Monroe 
doctrine. 

It is the general impression on the 
isthmus that Patos Island is at the 
bottom of the aggressiveness of Eng- 
land. It is believed that England has 
combined with Germany, under the 
futile pretext of collecting unacknowl- 
edged debts and to punish President 
Castro for his firm determination not 
to allow England to quietly usurp Pa- 
‘tos Island and other valuable posses- 
sions in the neighborhood of the Or!i- 
noco River. 

GUAYAQUIL DEMONSTRATION.

Under the circumstances, 
the act of President Castro was most 
gracious and graceful. 

The developments of the next few 
days will be of surpassing interes 
and importance.

RESS IN THE PHILIPPINES. 

Advices from the Philippines. 
from time to time, are indicative of 
steady progress toward a solution of 
the vexing problems with which our 
sovernment has been confronted. 
Steadiiy, but surely, we are advanc- 
ing in the establishment of freedom 
and equal rights, the righting of the 
wrongs which have grown out of cen- 
turies of misrule, and the laying o/ 
the sure foundations of industria) 
prosperity and successful self-govern- | 
ment. The Filipinos, under the wise 
and statesmanlike administration of 
Gov. Taft, ate beginning to under-. 
stand and appreciate the  benefite 
which will be theirs, through th: 
beneficent influence of the American 
régrime, so soon as they. can fit them- 
selves fcr the realization of these 
benefits. 


In spite of the sneers of pessimists 
the virulent opposition of narrow 
partisanship, and the bitter denuncia- 
tions of pharisaical hypocrisy, the work 
of regeneration has gone on in thr 
islands. The people were at first 
hestile (throtigh misapprehension and 
groundiess suspicion;) they were next 
increduious, but they have at last 
become convinced of the integrity of 
our purposes. From opposition, or 
‘ndifferen@s to American plans, the 
Fiupinos have become active and cor- 
dial codéperators. They have evi- 
Jently“become convinced of the fact— 
of which there has never been a lezit- 
imate doubt—that the presence of 
Americans in the Philippines will be 
a great benefit to the Filipinos in- 
stead of an injury. Now that this 
result has been attained, the progress 
henceforward should be rapid and sure 

Statistics whiche have just been 
issued from the Breau of Insular 
Affairs of the War Department indi- 
cate that the commerce of the islands 
ws shown marked and gratifying in- 
crease during the seven months end- 
mg July 31, 1902, notwithstanding 
many untoward conditions. The 
principal increase of trade was with 
the United States. The total value 


Object to 


the seven months, exclusive of gold 
and silver, was $19,310,437, as cum- 
pared to $17,132,205 for the correspond- 
ing period of 1901. Gold and silver 
were dmported during the seven 
months of 1902 to the value of $3,026- 
745, while the imports of gold and 
silver for the corresponding months 
of 1901 amounted to $1,230,294. The 
value of merchandise exported from 
the islands to the United States in 
1902 will be about $4,709,630, which 
is a gain during the past two years 
of more thah $3,250,000. “The annual 
export trade of the Philippines,” says 
the report, “since the American oc- 
cupation, as compared with the output 
prior to that time, has improved so 
apidly that the present monthly 
average, notwithstanding the adverse 
sonditidns that have prévailed during 
the seven moriths of the current Year. 
is in exeess of the computed ratio, 
based on the showing of former years.” 

There is a strong demand from the 
Philippines for further legislation by 
Congress on two tmportant subjects— 
the tariff and the currency. It is 
urgently requested that the tariff on 
imports into the United States from 
islands be reduced to 25 per cent. 


as the Porto Rican tariff. It 
rther asked that Congress sha!) 
‘ake action, with as little delay as 
possible, to establish the monetary 
ys of the island upon a_ sub- 
-tantial and safe basis. Both of these 
“equests seem reasonable. It.is not 
velieved that the proposed tariff reduc 
-lon would ‘materially injure Ameri- 
van interests, so great would be the 
ompensating benefits. The currency 
conditions in the islands are a seri-; 
sus handicap upon all lines of busi- 
ness, and it is the unquestionable 
Juty of Congress to remove this hanii- 
“ap 88 Soon as possible. It may not 
ve feasible to place the monetary 
system of the island at once upon the 
American gold basis, but this wil) 
oe, in the end, the most feasible and 
practicable solution of the problem, 
and it should be kept steadily in view, 

be at-

gico are part and parcel of the terri- 
ory of the United States, as are the 
siands of Hawall. That the} should 
sventually be brought fully under our 
riff, currency and other laws, as they 
4ave been brought under our flag, 
is im effect a self-evident proposition.

Chicago and Judge Phillips of Kansas 
City sitting en bane. Eight of the 
cases were brought before Judge Phil- 
lips on March 24, when a bill was pre- 
sented by the government at the in- 
stance of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, and a topoernt? restrain- 
ing order entered without argument, 
A similar bill was brought before 
Judge Groscup against the other six 
roads and a like order entered. 

The railroads against which the in- 
junctions are asked are the Michigah 
Central, Pittsburgh and Fort Wayne, 
Pittsburgh, Cincinnati, Chicago and 
St. Louis, Lake Shore and ane 
Southern, Illinois Centrai, Chicage’and 
Northwestern, affected by Judgé Gross- 
cups order; Chicago and Alton, Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee and St. Paul, Chicago 
Great Western, Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fé, Chicago, Rock Island and 
Pacific, Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy, Missouri Pacific, and Wabash, 
against which Judge Phillips's order 
was operative.

asked Judge Grosscup. 

“They can assert it themselves,” was 
the reply of Dickinson. ‘‘They can ap 
ply for an Injunction against a repe- 
tition of the wrong.” 

“Is not that the very ground or 
which the government interferes? Does 
not the Attorney-Genera! ask injunc- 
tions’ here so that all these individuals 
will not be compelled to bring separat:

CHEER FROM 
WATER BOARD. 


Vast Resources of the City’s 
Own Works.”’ 
Promise of Further Reduction in 
Consumezs’ Rates. 
First Annual Regort Presented 
Yesterday—“Damages to Pipes 


Superintendent Mulholland had at 
the meeting of the Water Board yes- 
terday, two pieces of small service 
pipe, taken from a property on West 
Eleventh street, to demonstrate to the 
board the damage being done in 
that section of the city by the 
waste electric current from the wires 
of the Los Angeles Traction Company. 

The extent to which the pipes are 
injured by electrolysis and the short 
time in which they may be destroyed, 
is surprising. The specimeus on hand 
yesterday were bored full of holes 
about a quarter of an inch in diame- 
ter, and the entire pipe was reduced 
to a mere shell. The superintendent 
says this may take place within a very 
few days after the pipe has been laid, 
or it may require a much longer 
time, according to the freakishness of 
the most freakish element in all the 
world. He reported that 'the Trac- 
tion Company has been notified, but 
no attention whatever has been paid 
to the notice, while the Los Angeles 
Railway is doing all in its power to 
overcome the difficulty, and there is 
great improvement in the region of the 
power-house of that company. 

Action on the report was deferred 
until the next meeting, and in the 
mean time an effort will be made to 
get some satisfaction as to whether 
the company complained of will give 
the matter any attention. . 

Superintendent Mulholland reported 
that the paving of the Third-street 
tunnel was ¢oing on before the 
eighteen-inch water main had been 
laid, which has been provided for by 
previous action of the board. He sald 
that unless the work could be held back 
until the pipe could be laid, it would

FIRST ANNUAL REPORT. 

President Silver announced the com- 
pletion of the annual report of the 
board, and its distribution to the 
Mayor and the city departments. 

Speaking of the report as a book, it 
is a handsome compilation of forty 
pages, with numerous halfi-tone cuts 
jilustrating the city’s siorage reser- 
voirs, together with several] useful] and 
easily- undersiood maps. 

One of the most interesting facts in 
the report itself, from the stand- 

int of the taxpayer, may be found 

the statement of Auditor Anderson, 
showing the net earnings of the 
water department to have been, from 
the acquisition of the waterworks by 
the city in February last, to November 
30, $218.393.64—and this in the face of 
the fact that a considerable reduction 
has at the same time been made in 
the rates. This is a magnificent re- 
turn for the $2,000,000 invested by the 
city, but the vast improvements now 
under way, in order to make the water 
service adequate to the growing de- 
mands of the city, more than consume 
the surplus in the several\funds. 

The report, after reviewing the 
history of the city’s rights in the 
waters of the Los Angeles River, says: 

“The Spanish and Mexican archives 
abound in interesting episodes, show- 
ing how highly the authorities and cit.

for thirty years, the report says: 
“When this contract went into effect, 
the population of the city was about 
, and for the first year the gross 
earnings of the company did not exceed 
$20,000; when the contract expired, the 
population of the city was over 100,009, 
and the gross earnings of the company 
were about $425,000 per annum. The water 
company took over a primitive system 
of about two miles of wooden pipe, 
about one mile of iron pipe, and an 
antiquated water wheel for raising the 
water from the river; it turned over to 
the city finally a system composed of 
over 325 miles of iron pipe, ranging in 


size from forty-eight to two inches, 
with many miles of ditches, tunnels, 
| filtration galleries, reservoirs and 


pumping plants.” 

Compliment is paid to the efficiency 
of Superintendent William Mutholiand, 
and the office force, which wag taken 
over almost bodily from the old com- 
pany, and the board announces itself 
in full accord with the’ principles of 
the civil service. The collection of 
water rates through the medium of col- 
lectors is adhered to as the only feasi- 
ble plan, at least until a central and 
convénient office for the payment of 
rates can be provided. Further on, the 
report says: | 

THE METER RIOT. 

“The board feels gratified to state 
that the opposition to meters has near- 
ly subsided, and that the system is ac- 
cepted by most of our citizens with 
grace, and it is hoped that the con- 
sumers will receive their reward in a 
much improved service and a further 
reduction of water rates as soon as 
the financial condition will permit.” 

The bulk of the book issued by the 
board is made up of the comprehensive 
and able report of Superintendent Mul- 
holland, covering twenty-séven closely 
printed pages. Every line of it is filied 
with vital facts, which every resident 
of the city could read with profit, and 
thereby become ssessed of full and 
accurate knrowle of the city’s re- 
sources, and the magnitude of the 
whole system.

BENEFIT THAT 
WAS NOT FORGOT. 
CHARLES FOSGATE OWES LIFE TO 
BEFRIENDED CHINAMAN.

He Rescued a Young Pigtail from a 
Gang of Hoodlums in Los Angeles 
and the Favor Was Returned in San 
Francisco. 


Because he once befriended a China- 
man, long ago, Charles Fosgate of Gar- 
vanza came home from San Francisco 
yesterday with a whole head.

Several years ago Fosgate, with a 
lot of other boys just in from the 
country, decided to “do” Los Angeles 
Chinatown.

Finally they invaded a fan-tan joint 
on Apablasa street, and met with a 
rather cool reception from the play- 
ers, who probably feared the ever- 
vigilant plain-clothes man. When they 
were invited to step out, one of the 
boys, a particularly husky specimen, 
picked up a light-weight China boy and 
began to use him as a battering ram 
to demolish the rest of the household. 
Things were going badly for the Celes- 
tials, and the proprietor, Fong Lee, was 
being hauled around the floor by his 
scalp lock, when Fosgate interfered in 
the cause of mercy, separating the 
scared yellow shreds of humanity from 
their tormentors 4nd generally bringing 
order out of chaos. The incident was 
forgotten as soon as the little “bat’’ 
had worn off, and Charles Fosgate re- 


membered Fong Lee no more. 

Not so with Fong Lee. The sequel, 
Mr. Fosgate told to a Times’ reporter 
yesterday afternoon. Said he: “Three, 


weeks ago, having a little vacation, J 
decided to take a trip to San Fran- 
cisco with a friend.

ENGINEER’S REPORT. 


Statistics shewing the remarkable 
growth of the city in the past year are 
contained in the very complete report 
of the engineering department, sub- 
mitted by City Engineer Harry Stafford 
to the Council yesterday afternoon. 
In the beginning, the City Engineer 
states that the amount of work pend- 
ing? makes it out of the question for 
the staff to prepare an elaborate re- 
port, the energies of the office being 
directed to the task of keeping up with 
the rush of improvement. The amount 
of work done in the office the past 
year varies from two to three times 
that of any recent year, with only 
siightly increased expense. The cost 
of the engineer's department for 1902 
was $56,140.24: for 1901, $32,278.30, and 
for 1900, $31,881.83. 

Much space in the report is given 
over to the improvements for which 
bonds were recently authorized. The 
City Engineer states that whatever 
success is attained by the proposed 
improvements, must be accredited in 


who, as chief deputy engineer, ably 
assisted In planning thern. 

Extensive and valuable statistical re- 
ports are appended from W. 8S. Kings- 
bury, chief field deputy; H. Z. Osborne, 
Jr., chief draughtsman, and CC. O. Win- 
ters, department clerk. 

Street improvements covering over 
twenty-three miles were completed 
during the year, as follows: Asphalt 
paving, 7896 lineal feet;* grading and 
graveling, 113,650 feet: decomposed 
granite, 739 feet: total, 122,285 feet.

LIBRARY BONDS. 
DIRECTORS’ ANNUAL REPORT. 
In an annual report filed yesterday 

afierneoon, the board of library direc- 
tors, composed of J. Ross Clark, Ar- 
thur W. Fisher, Isidore B. Dockweiler, 
J. W. Trueworthy and D. W. Edel- 
man, notifies the City Council that as 
soon as the charter amendment §in- 
creasing the maximum bonded indebt- 
edness of the city for general pur- 
poses to $5,000,000, is ratified by the 
State Legisiature, 2 request will be 
made for the submission of a library 
bond isftuc of $350,000. The report 
says:. 

“The need of a new library building 
is imperative, and well known to al? 
patrons of the library, as well as the 
large majority of our citizens; there- 
fore there is no present necessity of 
adding anything to what has already 
been written upon thig. topic in pre- 
vious reports of library boards for the 
past ten years. However, inasmuch as 
the charter_amendments have provided 
that the bonded indebtedness of the 
municipality may reach $5,006,000, it is 
the intention of this board, as soon 4s 
the amendmenis have become effective, 
to petition your honorable body to 
submit to a vote of the people the 
question of issuing bonds to the ex- 
tent of $350,000, for the construction 
and equipment of a new library 
building.”’ 

Elsewhere the report reviews the 
work of the library, and paysea Sin- 
cere compliment to the work of the 
force under discouraging conditions. 
This force is made up of a librarian, 
two assistant librarians, ten principals 
of departments and twenty-four gen- 
eral attendants. The number of vol- 
umes in the library is 81.305, an in- 
crease for the year of 13,961. 

The increase in circulation over last 


salary list will be £1795, some changes

A provision in the charter amend- 
ment that library directors shall hoid 
office for four years, instead of two 
and shall so assign themselves that 
one goes out of cffice every year for 
three years, and two every fourth year 
is highly commended.

TALKS WITH CITIZENS. §

Dr. W. M. Lewis, who has just re- 
turned from a tour of the East, said to 
a Times reporter last evening: “The 
coming age in medicine is to be an age 
of hospitals. Years ago, people took 
to the hospital only as a last resort, 
when everything else had failed and 


only death was expected. Now many 


persons engage their hospital before 
they engage their physician, and the 
time is near at hand when ail cases 
of importance will be treated in hos- 
pitals alone. This can be done today 
at a less expense than at any private 
residence. | 

“As to loca] conditions I can say that 
there are in Los Angeles as well 
equipped and as wel] managed. hospi- 
tals @s are to be fo und in the world. 
A gentieman traveling for a large 
Eastern surgical supply house, and who 
visits annually ten States, told me that 
a certain local institution was the fin- 
pots ane most complete that he had ever 
seen. 

“There are surgeons in Los Angeles 
who are as well qualified for all sorts 
of operations as any in the United 
States. These men keep constantly in 
touch with the latest Eastern and Eu 
ropean ideas and advancement. 

“Southern California will eventually 
become the Mecca of the American 
hospital. Here convalescent patients 
ean have all the year round the full 
benefit of sunshine and fresh air, thin 
of the greatest importance to a sic 
person. ° Though not generally known 
it is a fact that people are coming to 
our local hospitals f all over the 
Kast to have operations performed, 
solely on this acceunt, for there the 
winter riger would deprive them of all] 
outdoor benefit.” 

The great public that doesn’t al- 
ways receive its mail just when it is 
expected, may get timely information 
@s to the difficulties to be overcome 
by the postal force of the city, from 
Postmaster Groff. “By the addition of 
a new room, recently made, our quar- 
ters are commodious enough,” said he, 
“but we are still in need of more ex- 
perienced help. One experienced clerk 
is worth more in distributing any 
kind of mail than four inexperienced 


men. It is very hard for us to get 
trained postal clerks just now. The 
business of this office has grown to 


such an extent, that if the proposed 
building had been necoré- 
ing to the plans made when the con- 
tract was rescinded, we couldn't have 
crowded into it. One reason for de- 
lay in getting eastern mail is that 
both fast and slow \trains are em- 
ployed impartially as carriers. If a 
letter sent from Illinois, for instance, 
catches a fast train, it may reach Los 
Angeles sooner than one that was put 
on a siow train the day before. <A 
tremendous amount of mail comes to 
‘this office, and a great deal of it 
reaches us without havine been 
worked by the railway clerks, who are 
greatiy rushed during the busy sea- 
son. On its receipt here the mail is 
back-stamped by a.machine, at the 
rate of 1200 letters a minute, and then 
it has to be worked over by clerks in 
the office. When delivered, it may 
appear to the uninstructed that the 
earriers have neglected their work, 
but the delivery can't be effected “until 
the mail. has been worked over by 
the distributing clerks. We happen 
to be weak in that department ‘just 
now, and as authority to increase our 
force must come from Washington, the 
process of perfecting the system must 
necessarily be slow.” 

“The discussion that raged a few 
months ago regarding pure foods,” said 
H. Jevne, “has had its beneficial ef- 
fect. I don't believe that anv one at 
this time would attempt to [ntroduce 
coloring matter into olives, or any 
other foods which seem to demand a 
preservative. So far as ] know there 
is no cause for suspicion in this  re- 
gard, gut the more light that is shed 
on this subject the better It will be 
for both merchants and consumers. 
There has been some fear lately lest 
the market should be flooded with 
olgomargarine. I am quite certain that 
none of the big creameries manufacture 
it, partly owing, perhaps, to the rigid 
investigation that has been made ‘os 
Health Officer Powers. All of the 
first-class grocers are handling noth- 
ing but the pure product in jeliles 
carmmed goods. The public de- 
mands the best, and no reputable 
Gealer. can afford to carry any other 


stock. 


AUTHORITIES CLASH. 


Attempt to Get Forest Ranger Allen 
Out of Kern County Jail, Where He 
is Held for Assault. 7 


A contest between the Federal and 
Siate authorities was inaugurated yes- 
terday, when a writ of habeas corpus 
was issued from the United States Dis. 
trict Attorney's oflice ‘here for the re- 
covery from Staie restraint of Forest 
Ranger 8S, P. Allen of the Sierra re- 
serve, who is held in the Bakersfield 
jail by the Sheriff of Kern county on 
the charge of assault with a deadly 
weapon. . 

The writ was taken out in an attempt 
to maintain the precedent already set 

that State | 
thority is subordinate to that of the 
Federal eorernment, and that State 
peace officers have no right to inter- 
fere with a Federal officer while he is 
ii the wisenarge of his duty. 

In July last Ranger Allen was or- 
dered to"investigate reported wood cut- 
ting on the reserve by one J. W. 
Briggs. Allen. mounted on a _ horse, 
came across Briggs at his illegitimate 
business, and ordered him to desist. 
Brigezs grasped Allen’s horse by the 
bridie in an angry manner, und made 
a motion as if to draw a gun. Allen, in 
self-defense, drew his own revolver and 
discharged it in the air, he claims, 
whereupon Briggs “took to the brush.” 


In Bakersfield Briggs swore out a 
warrant for Allen's arrest on the 
charge of assault with a deadly 
weapon. 

Qn the date set for trial United 


States Attorney Valentine was unable 
to be present, and, over its postpone- 
ment considerable misunderstanding 
resulted between Attorney Valentine 
and Dist.-Atty. Ahren of Kern county, 
The former thought it had gone over 
to be reset, but yesterday received a 
telegram stating that Allen had been 
rearrested, and is held in the Bakers- 
field jail. The issuance of the writ of 
habeas corpus followed, and the effort 
will be made to deliver the forest 
ranger from State restraint. 

The precedent referred to was in the 
case of Neagle. an officer deputized by 
the United States to act as bodyguard 
to Supreme Justice Field; Who was 
threatened with violence, by Judge 
Tetry. ‘Terry made an assault upon 
Justice Field at Lathrop, and was shot 
by Neagle, who simply carried out 
the duty assigned to him by go doing. 
Neagle was arrested for murder by the 
State, but was released by decision of 
the United States Supreme Court.

vince me that food plays no part what- 
ever in supporting the strength of the 
sick, whose aversion to it is always 
marked in proportion to the severity 
of the acute symptoms. From thence 
on every case became for me a subject 
of scientific study as to the ability to 
do without food during any possible 
period of aversion to it, and as to its 
utility as a means in the cure of dis- 
ease. With the entire medica! profes- 
sion agamst such a study, with nature 
my only ally, and without the slightesi 
hint of the abundant physiology in 
support, I began my studies. For al) 
purposes of scientific demonstration 1 
had my way by permitting the use of 
the various worthless meat teas, that 
no matter how taken could not inter- 
fere to prevent the wasiing of the 
body.

during her sickness, and that death oc- 
curred on the last day of the fourth 
month. Died, not really from starva- 
tion, but from exhaustion due to the 
paralysis, There was body enough left 
to feed the brain very much longer. 
CASE OF PRESIDENT M’KINLEY. 


Starving to Geath is not possible for 
persons of average weight before the 
loss has reached to an average of sixty 
pounds, the question of loss being de- 
termined by the ability of the brain as 
affected by disease and injuries to feed 
upon body food.

The stomach was a 
disabled machine, with not a particie 
of energy, not sent to it by the brain, 
and there was the agony and the sug- 
gestion of death to depress or paralyze 
all digestive power. 

The proper surgical treatment of 
wounds and fractures is to keep them 
‘absolutely quiet. Putting food into 
that stomach was an immediate call 
upon the brain for power; it excited 
the peristaltic action of the digestive 
organ, which must have twisted the 
wounded tissue. The food itself, being in 
an acid condition, irritated the stomach 
and its wounds. There was also the 
likelihood that some of the stomach’s 
contents would escape through the bul- 
let holes into the abdomen. The world 
has not forgotten that up to the time 
the first meal was taken changes in 
the President's pulse and temperature 
revealed progress toward recovery, and 
that a meal was given in less than a 
week, when it could not have been 
known that either bullet hole ad 
closed. The change was too radical 
for the worse, it will be remembered, 
not to reveal the dietary error of the 
age—an error that did not fail to re- 
celve severe criticism from many of 


the profession and from the people 
generally. 
A SIXTY-FIVE-DAYS’ FAST. 


During the past summer a man en- 
tered upon a voluntary fast for the 
cure of several ailings at a sanitarium 
not under the care of a physician. On 
the forty-fifth day of his fast he came 
under my care, after «a journey for 
several hundred miles, on the strength 
kept up by the sleep during the pre- 
vious forty-four nights. The fast 
ended on the fifty-second day without 
additiona! loss of strength. A cure re- 
sulted that was remarkably complete. 

More remarkable was another case of 
fasting of a woman 60 years old, who 
traveled for three weeks before taking 
to her room for the rest that was 
needed from the first. After the forty- 
second day jt became necessary to re- 
lieve the friends, and without real 
hunger “crust coffee” and oranges were 
taken daily until the sixty-fifth day, 
when the first solid food was taken. 
For some unknowable reason nausea 
and light vomiting came on during the 
latter part of the third week and ended 
on the forty-second day, at which time 
there had been a 4ecided loss of 
strength from the disturbance of the 
stomach and broken sleep. Strength 
began to come at once from the bet- 
ter sleep, and there was ability to take 
several hours of, riding about the city 
and country before the first food was 
taken. 

STARVED BY FPEDING, 

These long fasts seen? incredible to 
all the people, but they are occurring 
in all the rooms of the sick. They 
heave their beginnings in disease that 
abolishes appetite, and their endings 
in hunger. In al! such cases food keeps 
up digestive disturbances and saps 
the patient’s strength. The brain ts 
only 4 small organ, and there are few 
cases of acute disease where there is 
not recovery or death long before 
brain nourishment is exhausted.

A few 
days of fasting, ending in a desire for 
food, reduced the daily average of 
sputum from six ounces to less than 
one ounce. “They have been starving 
me to death all summer without 
knowing it,” was the patient's signifi- 
cant expression on the dying bed.

of medical art administered in the 
name of science. 
CURE FOR INSANITY. 
The fasting cure has a promise of 
restoring most of the insane to the 


normal condition. Insanity is due to 
Structural abnormality of the brain. 
As in the case of a wound or frac- 
ture, rest is the supreme need, and 
rest from digestive labor ts possible in 
ai] cases, and without any disturbing 
anxieties over possibilities of death in 


| ten days, a very !mportant matter in 
, Cases of all voluntary fasts. The va- 


rious hosnitals for the insane are high- 
water marks of national] beneficence. 
They are palaces where everything is 
done that art can conceive to cheer 
the mirid and comfort the body, ex- 
cept giving mneéded rest to diseased 
brains. The feeding is done by the 
time of day, and not by the time of 
hunger. Each patient is expected to 
eat at meal time, whether nis time has 
been spent in mindless apathy in bed 
or in the various labors in and about 
the premises. Those who refuse all 
foods are fed through the nose—a pro- 
ceeding that requires the strength of 
several strong arms. Why try to 
keep up the strength at such muscular 
expense? Such cases are deemed sui- 
cidal in character. It is a better pre- 
sumption that the individuals act only 
with the instinct of brutes not to eat 
without hunger. The chances are that 
fasting, if protracted enough, would 
restore the normal condition in @ large 
percentage of such cases. : 


EFFECT ON HYPONCHONDRIA. 


A few years ago a case of grave 
melancholy was developed as a result 
of long eating without hunger. In one 
of the best private asylums of one of 
the eastern cities this patient, a eirl of 
20, had to encounter several meals a 
day, which she disposed of at last by 
throwing them through the window, or 
giving them to other unfortunates more 
willing to eat. With suicidal Intent 
she took to her bed to eat several 
meals per day, to end the life that had 
become a torture of existence. Ap- 
parently the body became well nour- 
ished, but really was as a soaked 
sponge. Next she was put into the 
hands of a specialist, who enforced 
long walks, and aided by a trained 
nurse enforced three full meals with 
half_a gallon of milk daily. At last 
the patient's body lost all sense of 
feeling, while she still was. able to be 
around and to eat. 

There Was a young man behind the 
scenes Who Was aware of the physioj- 
ogy unfolded in these articles. and 
therefore believed that a fast until hun- 
ger would come would result in better 
mental condition. She was taken to a 
Quiet home, where fasting would not 
cause an agony of sympathetic hunger. 
For two weeks there was such resting 
and sleeping as she had not known for 
years, and her mind began to clear. 
Walks began to be taken With increas- 
ing mileage. On the thirty-eighth day 
of the fast there was a walk of seven 
miles. The young man let the fast gO 
on, because he knew that there’ was lit- 
tle danger of starving as a final result, 
because of the continual] increase of 
mental and physical strength. The 
maximum of strength was reached an 
the forty-fourth day. A long evening 
Was spent in games with friends, after 
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an afternoon at an exposition. The 
fast ended.on the forty-fifth day, with 
Since then one 
meal a day has been found amp'e to 
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DOCTORS WERE INDIGNANT. 

This case reached the ears of a man 
who by reason of dropsy was spending 
his days and nights in an easy chair. 
On the least exertion the suffocating 
sense Was agonizing. Medica skili had 
given him up, and a fast was the last 
resort. After a month the ordinary 
rove business was resumed. On the 
fiftieth day the fast ended, and the 
scales revealed a loss of seventy-six 
pounds. Since then he has had three 
years of normal health. These two 
cases Were taken up by the press, and 
spread far and wide, but there was 
another case that had been given up as 
hopeless, that failed to recover, and 
the health board and the medica! fra- 
ternity were thrown into convulsions. 
Prof. H. Wood, M.D., L.L.D., of 
the University of Pennsylvania, thus 
gave vent to the medical] 
aroused: 

“These people have been falsifying. 
There have been liars, you know, and 
they are not all dead. | do not believe 
for an instant euch stories as fasting 
totally for forty or fifty days and keep- 
ing up energy and activity. It is con- 
trary to common sense, as well as to 
all we know about the human body.” 

The insane should be an easy class of 
patients to treat on the starving plan. 
There would be no: theories of loss of 
Strength or the danger of death to dis. 
tress the mind. They would all be 
willing to do without food, even as an- 
imals, when there is no hunger, and the 
time would come with all, whose ap- 
petites are not lost beyond recovery, 
when food would be demanded with 
intelligent expression. Feeding through 
the nose is gross cruelty. It is not 
conceivable that any who refuses food 
for supposed suicidal reasons, would 
not become willing to eat, as a starv- 
ing dog. would eat, if the fast were 
prolonged sufficiently. And since the 
fasting would give the diseased brain 
the desired rest, a better mental condi- 
tion would be inevitable, and with a 
cure in most cases. 

Can there be a drugiess treatment of 
disease? Very nearly. I have not used 
a drug for twenty-five years other than 
to relieve pain and clear the bowels. 
The cure of disease involves recon- 
struction in the ultimate cells. It is 
therefore not possible to construct an 
intelligent theory of a need in o 
ative forces that calls for the aid of 
the ultimate particles of a drug, nor 
how they could be. sent to the scene of 
action, nor in what way they could aid 
if this were possible. Nearly all dis. 
eases are self-limited with a tendency 
to recovery. Most cases do recover, 
even in spite of the worst: possible 
treatment or no treatment. The al- 
leged g00d effects of dosage are founded 
on what may be termed the incidents 
of recovery in the natural history of 
disease.

After a 
month’s service, I raised him to $9 a week, and sev- | 
eral weeks before hig death he was making $10 a week. 

As to the charge by the Union Labor News, that | 
Mr. Robinson was not treated well, I want it dis- 
tinctly understood that Mr. Hamburger exercises no 
supervision over the employés, and that Mr. Robin- 
son, during the entire time in my department, was 
‘under my orders exclusively, and that he was treated 
fairly, and any insinuation to the contrary is directly | 
against me, for I treat all my help with courtesy and | 
consideration. 

A month before Mr. Robinson’s death, I noted that 
he was drinking heavily, and one mofning came to | 
the store so drunk that I sent him home for the day, 
and later cautioned him that a recurrence would mean 
I would have to discharge him. I learned that the 
cause of Mr. Robinson’s hard drinking was because of | 
despondency at having lost all his savings in a ranch 
venture at Fresno, and that he drank to drown his 
trouble. I ‘emphatically deny that there was any- 
thing in his work in my department that caused him 
to be depressed, and, in fact, I tried to make his posi- 
tion agreeable, knowing the circumstances surround-
